He ld to the Grand Jury . 


The attention of the municipal court, 
was occupied Monday morning by the 
preliminary examination of 
F. W . 
/afflre, H. R. Spornitz, John Thorn- 
waite and John Peacock, on a charge 
of riotous assault. 
The men are all 
farmers living in the vicinity of W hite 
Fish Lake and were arrested on com­ 
plaint of Rev. J. 10.

The 
defendants waived their right to in- 
t reduce testimoney, and Judge Alder­ 
man held them in $500 bond to uwait 
the action of the grand jury.

to prove an alibi. This action is taken 
toward Mr. Chase because he is ac­ 
cused by Mr. Zaffke of intimate rela­ 
tions with his wife, who has gone 
away and left him with several small 
children to care for.

River wore on trial charged with petit 
larceny on complaint of Gotlief Shlag 
for stealing hay. 
I1»* ter son was dis­ 
charged, but Stanley was adjudged 
guilty and fined $25, or given 30 days 
in jail.

ing. 
Supt. G regg suggested ttud it 
might pack and suffocate the plants 


if laid on too thick, but it would not

Mrs. Tilson took up “ The Parasites 
of Fowls.”

And replies can only be approx 
imate and not ln any sense specific, for 
the reason that he has had practical 
experience In Iowa alone. 
Now, a» to 
whether it will pay for the N« w York 
farmer to produce milk and sell It at 
ten cents per gallon will depend more 
upon the farmer and his methods than 
on the money value of the land where 
his operation» are conducted. 
He lias 
the land, and It must he utilized, and 
If he cultivates It In a business like 
manner it may he assumed that miik 
tan be jiroduced and sold at t* u cents 
per gallon, 
in order to do this there 
must be Rtrict economy 
and 
« lose 
watchfulness over all the details con­ 
nected wit it the work. 
Tho food re­ 
quired should be grown, so far as pos­ 
sible, on the farm. Intensive, and not. 
extensive, farming, as we »ee follow* d 
in many places, must h<* followed, ln 
the past, when Iowa lands had a value 
of, say, twenty dollars per acre, It 
was good policy to make land take the 
place of labor—gathering crops from 
extended areas which by more careful 
cultivation 
could 
be 
secured 
from 
much less land. But with land values 
at about fifty dollars per acre, us it 
now is, a different system ought to 
prevail. 
Yet it 1» a matter of regret 
that Improved cultivation of the soil 
ha» not kept pare with the Increase in 
price of land. And In making hi» first 
trip eastward a few years ago the writ­ 
er was astonished to »ee that In west­ 
ern New York it was not uncommon 
to »ee the manure from cow stables 
thrown out of windows and left ex 
posed to sun, wind and rain. The low- 
priced surplus corn, 
oats, 
mill by­ 
product», etc., go eastward to feed live 
stock in thoRe regions, and unless the 
excrement from 
animals 
consuming 
the same is saved and applied to the 
land, not only will the principal profit 
expected from Its purchase be lost, 
hut the land from which the main sup­ 
ply of food is taken for use of such an­ 
imals will be 
steadily 
impoverished 
and depleted. 
And this is as true of 
the rich lands of the Mississippi val 
ley as of Genesee or Mohawk valleys 
of New York state. 
An acre of good 
land, either In New York, Iowa, or 
Missouri, planted to corn, in such a 
manner as to get the best results, will 
produce all the food of this clasB as 
an average cow requires in a year’s 
time. 
And in New York peas can be 
successfully raised to supply the nitro­ 
genous food needed to balance corn as 
a ration for cows giving milk. 
The 
best cows for milk production are such 
as w’ill give the largest yield of stan­ 
dard milk or milk of richness required 
by law. 
And cows of this class are 
found in nearly all breeds. 
They are 
also found in astonishing numbers in 
that much despised race characterized 
as common, or scrub cows. 
From the 
milk sellers’ standpoint choice may be 
had among cows having Shorthorn, 
Holstein, 
or Red Poll blood in 
their 
makeup. 
A cow that will give 5,000 
pounds of milk during the year may 
be called 
a good cow. 
Yet there ar** 
those that yield considerably 
more 
than this quantity, 
and 
should be 
prized accordingly.

(Jive a bull anil cow of 
like ages and strength and constitu­ 
tion, and the produce of theur may he 
of either »ex. 
Hut let the bull he old 
<>r weak or out of condition, and th** 
calf will, almost without exception, be 
male, and thl» is merely the law of na 
lure trying to reproduce itself, because, 
of the two animals, the hull shows evl 
denre of being the one most likely to 
die first, and, therefore, til«* male ealf 
would he th«* one required to carry on 
the breed. 
In short, the offspring pro­ 
duced is of the same sex, as a rule, as 
the weaker of the two parents. This. I 
know, is quite contrary to the most 
general theory ; but 1 have taken tho 
trouble to study and prove it during 
ttie past gtx and thirty years, and 1 
have found that It Is invariably the 
case, not only as regards cattle, but 
also in the case of sheep, horses, and 
eve n human beings When our colonies 
Were first settled and quantity rather 
than stork was the one tiling desired, 
young rams were put to old, broken 
mouth ewes, with the result that ewe 
lamb« were produced 
in numbers a* 
eighty is to twenty. 
But 
when tho 
and heavily fleeced wethers were want­ 
ed, old rams were put to two year-old 
ewes, and the result was that about 
three parts of tho lumhs were rams. I 
know that What I have written Will lie 
contradicted by many, but 1 have prov­ 
ed it correct during thirty-six years of 
a farming life, at home and abroad.

A cut of one or two cents 
per pound from the highest 
market 
rates will make a great difference ln 
the receipts. The quality must be the 
best. The quicker they grow the short­ 
er the time they must be kept. The 
earlier they are put on the market the 
higher thy price they bring. 
There is 
more profit in one early bird sold at 35 
cent« per pound than in several late 
ones at 13 to 1C» cents. 
Pure white 
feathers bring the most. 
James Ran 
kin has Tried all breeds of ducks and 
finds all have their outs. 
Aylesbury 
ducks have white feathers, hut they 
and their crosses are longer in matur­ 
ing and harder to pick. 
Peklns, he 
found, matured earlier by ten days 
or a fortnight. 
Rouens are not only 
longer in maturing, but are tender and 
delicate. Cayugas are fine, plump birds 
and lay as well, eggs hatch as well, 
and ducklings mature as early as the 
Pekins, hut they 
are 
smaller, have 
black plumage, and 
the 
dark pin 
feathers 
hurt 
their 
appearance. 
Crosses between the two were fine and 
plump, took on fat as readily and ma­ 
tured as early as the Pekins, but they 
came mottled in plumage, had dark 
skin in patches and dark pin feathers, 
so brought less. 
Their feathers also 
g«li for much less. 
A cross between 
Cayugus and Rouens gave all the good 
qualities of the former and are larger

It is difficult to give a general for­ 
mula that will suit all conditions, still 
we believe in the morning mash win­ 
ter and summer, says Country Gentle 
man. 
It 
is 
composed 
of 
one-half 
ground corn nnd oats, one fourth bran, 
and one-fourth 
boiled 
vegetables or 
soaked beef scraps, or cut clover hay 
steamed; mixed with boiling water at 
night, covered np and left to stenm, 
and fed warm in winter. In summer, 
cold water Is better. Whether to feed 
tliis mash every day or every other day 
(alternating with wh**ut, or wheat and 
cracked corn mixed In winter) can be 
decided l»y experiment. 
Meat In Home 
form, either raw or cooked, should he 
fed two or three times a we»*k, and 
green food every day, winter and sum­ 
mer, if fowls are confined in yards. 
Green cut bone is an excellent feed 
either separately 
or mixed with th«* 
mash. Our manner of feeding for eggn 
is to give the mash every other morn­ 
ing in summer and every morning in 
late fall nnd winter. 
Care should bo 
taken, however, not to give a full meal, 
but sufficient to satisfy 
hunger, and 
thus compel the hens to hunt around 
for whatever 
they 
muy find ln the 
wards or litter of the crops. 
We feed 
nothing at midday but green food, such 
as cabbage, and at night, wheat, oats 
and cracked corn, separately or mixed 
together. The heavy breeds being gen­ 
erally lesa’uetive than the light, need 
to he carefully 
fed 
and kept buay 
scratching. 
Avoid over-feeding if you 
wish un abundance of eggs.

We hear a great many stories about 
the hens that laid 200 eggs each per 
year. 
We would like to Hee a large 
flock of say a hundred hens that would 
lay even 125 eggs per year each.

In fact, if one could 
be assured that his hens would lay 100 
eggs each In a year ho would have a 
safe business in which to Invest.

least chance of loss by disease. 
We 
believe the matter rests largely with 
proper methods of feeding, together 
with a proper regard for clealiness and 
an intelligent and persistent effort ln 
the direction of fighting shy o f cholera. 
In the future cholera is to be regarded 
as a constant factor in the matter of 
pork production. 
It is the business of 
the pork maker to recognize this fact 
and meet it as best he can. The hog 
raiser from this time on who leaves 
everything to chance will be lucky in­ 
deed if he makes ends meet in the hog 
yards through a series of years of ex­ 
perience.- -Nebraska Farmer.

If we plow in the fall the 
soil will bo loose aud permit the rain 
and snow to sink deeply; then if in 
the spring we compact the subsoil, 
the moisture eau rise by capillary at­ 
traction; then with a dust blanket we 
will keep it from escaping into the 
air. 
This culture of soil led to a 
considerable number of questions on 
potatoes and since they soon seemed 
to wear out and new varieties do better

Mrs. Tilson took up “The Parasites 
of Fowls.” 
When here before, she 
described shelter aud food, and fear­ 
ed that a great many would stop right 
there, aud did not see whether they 
were pouring tho food through tin* 
hens into lice, or through tho hens 
into eggs. She described lier methods 
of fumigating and white washing 
Mrs. Hoverstad took up the nature 
of foods. Since the study of the farm 
was to produce food, it was very 
proper to go farther aud learn how to 
feed it or how to get the most value 
from the least money. 
In the afternoon Mrs. Tilson was 
the first speaker and concluded it was 
about time to improve the poultry 
owner as well as the poultry them ­ 
selves. 
We expect 
that Brainerd 
stores will be favored with a much 
better class of eggs when all the grow­ 
ers become as intelligent, economical, 
cleanly and thoiough as she desired. 
Prof. Hoverstad was 
invited to 
speak upon the culture of the soil. He 
explained in a way easily understood 
by all, the action of capillary attrac­ 
tion, as seen in the oil mounting the 
lamp wick. 
If we plow in the fall tho 
soil will be loose and permit the rain 
and snow to sink deeply; then if in 
the spring we compact the subsoil, 
the moisture eau rise by capillary at­ 
traction; then with a dust blanket we 
will keep it from escaping into the 
air. 
This culture of soil led to 
considerable number of questions on 
potatoes and since they soon seemed 
to wear out aud new varieties do better 
under tho same conditions, 
Supt 
G regg advised correspondence with 
Prof. Hays of St. Anthony Park, Min­ 
nesota, and a careful cautious trial of 
some new varieties. 
As Supt. Or egg 
very aptly remarked the old ngricu 
ture consisted of work and sweat, 
when it was difficult to tell a man

Mr. Gibbs, now of South Dakota, 
but formerly an officer of the Minne­ 
sota State Horticultural society, re­ 
viewed the subject of strawberries, 
that being the fruit he started with, 
and which had led hun pleasantly 
along into a wider horticulture. Gen­ 
eral questions on pruning trees fol­ 
lowed . 
Then Mrs. Tilson took up the poul­ 
try flock, especially giviug attention 
to the shape of the hen together with 
qualities which would lead us to get 
eggs. 
Gen. Greely took up sheep rearing, 
especially when to raise lambs, shear 
the sheep and how to feed and water 
them. 
lit* esteems sheep and poultry 
a good combination and helped out 
M rs. Ti Ison’s topic almost as much as 
his own. 
Dr. M. ll. Reynolds followed upon 
the diseases of sheep aud horses, some 
half dozen of the audience had lost 
horses. 
Further losses of that nature 
it is hoped will be prevented by the 
Doctor’s timely cautions which were 
better than medicines. 
There were many inquiries forUncle 
Theodore Lewis, whoso long work in 
this state is not forgotten. D r.Groves 
of his own accord reminded the far­ 
mers that when they elected

Brainerd, St. Cloud, Little Falla, 
Brookston, Fergus Falls, Barnesville, 
Alexandria -that is the rank as inarm 
actu ring places of the cities north of 
the Twin Cities, leaving out Duluth. 
The state labor bureau completed 
the compilation yesterday of the man­ 
ufacturing statistics of the cities in 
the northern part of the state, as made 
?y the factory inspectors on their re­ 
cent inspection of that^erritory. Those 
figures show Brainerd to be easily in 
the lead in this section and for that 
matter second to Winona only of all 
too southern cities. 
At the time the 
lisped ion was made Brainerd^ man­ 
ufacturing population was 1,104. 
Of 
this number 1,053 were employed iii 
the two main industries of the place, 
he Northern Pacific car shops and 
the Northern Lumber company. The 
CAr shops had a force of 619 men and 
the lumber company in its saw mill 
434. 
The only other establishment 
employing more than half a dozen 
men w e b a planing mill, where 23 men 
were at work. 
The number of manu­ 
facturing establishment was but four­ 
teen. 
St. Cloud has but 457 employes in 
establishments subject to state in­ 
spection, but the number of establish­ 
ments aggregated 34, aud the manu­ 
facturing population is presumably 
more constant than that of Brainerd. 
The largest single industry is formed 
by the car shops. 
Of these there are 
three, and they employ 253 men. Two 
flour mills employ 40 men and there 
are 32 at work making cigars. 
The 
other chief industries are as follows: 
Printing and binding, 17; sash and 
doors, 19; stone cutting, 31; brewery, 
18; bakeries, IU. 
Little Falls’ main industry is saw­ 
ing lumber. 
There are two of these 
establishments and they employ 1H4 
men in the sawing season. The Little 
Falls paper mill has at work a force 
of sixty-one men, a planing mill, 22; 
two flour mills, 22, and five bakeries, 
IC. 
Seven m&n and one boy make all 
the cigars called for by the local trade. 
The report also show that Crooks­ 
ton has 304 employes in manufactur­ 
ing establishments, Fergus Falls ICI, 
Barnesville 117, Alexandria 94, aud 
other towns are given all with less 
than 50 men engaged in manufactur­

Out at tim cast end of Lone Island, 
not far from Montauk Point, where 
ocean steamers are to land some day, is 
situated what is said to he the smallest 
village in the world, acording to the 
New York World.

place. 
One of the old houses has been 
occupied ever since it was built by two 
generations of an old Long Island fam­ 
ily, who have dwelt there contented 
with their quiet life, satisfied if they 
got their mail and groceries from the 
Point once or twice si week. This little 
village became known as Fireplace in a 
curious way. 
It is now over 200 years 
since Gardiner’s island 
was bought 
from

by the Gardiner

buyer and his descendants lived there 
for many years, coming to the main­ 
land to do their shopping or to attend 
balls and parties in the near-by vil­ 
lages. 
When they camo over to Long 
island to make any stay their servant 
took the boat back to Gardiner's Island 
until It should ho needed. 
In the absence of any better means 
of communication the family when they 
wished to return home were forced to 
fall back on the rather primitive cus­ 
tom of lighting a fire to attract the at­

of 
the servants. 
The place 
where this fire was always built was 
directly opposite 
the homestead 
on 
Gardiner’s inland. 
It was admirably 
situated and years afterward became 
the site of these two old houses.

easting about for a name for their little 
village the owners of the houses natur­ 
ally hit upon that of Fireplace.

Now, as to 
whether it will pay for the New York 
farm er to produce milk and Bell it at 
ten cents per gallon will depend more 
upon the f a n n e r and his m ethods th an 
on the money value of the land where 
his operations are conducted. 
Ii*’ has 
the land, and it m ust be utilized, aud 
if he cultivates it in a business like 
m a n n e r it may lie assumed that milk 
fan be produced and sold at ten cents 
per gallon, 
In order to do this there 
m ust be strict economy 
and 
close 
watchfulness over all the details con­ 
nected with the work. 
The food re­ 
quired should be grown, so far as pos­ 
sible, on th* farm. Intensive, and not 
extensive, farming, as we see followed 
in m any places, must he followed. In 
the past, when Iowa lands had a value 
of, say, tw e n ty dollars per acre, it 
was good policy to make land take the 
place of labor—gathering crops from 
extended areas which by more careful 
cultivation 
could 
be 
secured 
from 
much less land. But with land values 
at about fifty dollars per acre, as 
now is, a different system o u ght to 
prevail. 
Yet it is a m atter of regret 
tiiat improved cultivation of the soli 
has not kept pace w ith the increase in 
price of land. 
And In m ak in g his first 
trip eastward a few years ago the w rit­ 
er was astonished to see th at in west 
e m New Y'ork it was not uncommon 
to see the m a n u re from cow stables 
throw n out of windows and left e x ­ 
posed to sun, wind and rain. 
The low- 
priced surplus corn, 
oats, 
mill by­ 
products, etc., go eastward to feed live 
stock in those regions, and unless the 
excrement from 
anim als 
consuming 
the same is saved and applied to the 
land, not only will the principal profit 
expected from its purchase be lost, 
but the land from which the main sup 
ply of food is taken for use of such a n ­ 
imals will be 
steadily 
impoverished 
an d depleted. 
And this is as true of 
the rich lands of the Mississippi val 
ley as of Genesee or Mohawk valleys 
of New Y’ork state. 
An acre of good 
land, either in New York, Iowa, or 
Missouri, planted to corn, in such a 
m an n er as to get th e best results, will 
produce all the food of this class as 
an average cow requires in a y e a r’s 
time. 
And In New York peas can be 
successfully raised to supply the n itro ­ 
genous food needed to balance corn as 
a ration for cows giving milk. 
The 
best cows for milk production are such 
as will give the largest yield of s t a n ­ 
dard milk or milk of richness required 
by law. 
And cows of this class are 
found in nearly ail breeds. 
They are 
also found iii a ston ish in g numbers in 
t h a t much despised race characterized 
as common, or scrub cows. 
From the 
milk sellers’ stan d p o in t choice may be 
had am ong cows having Shorthorn, 
Holstein, or Red Poll blood In their 
m akeup.

Many theories have been advocated 
as to how male or female offspring may 
he produced; and yet. after all, there is 
no theory in the matter, but a very 
simple law of nature, says a writer in 
Dakota Farmer. Give a bull and cow of 
like ages and strength and constitu­ 
tion, and the produce of these may be 
of either sex. 
But let the bull be old 
or weak or out of condition, and the 
calf will, almost w ithout exception, be 
male, and this is m erely the law of n a ­ 
ture trying to reproduce itself, because, 
of the two animals, the hull Bhows evi­ 
dence of being tile one most likely to 
die first, and, therefore, the male calf 
would he the one required to carry on 
the breed. 
In short, the offspring pro­ 
duced is of th e sam e sex, as a rule, as 
the weaker of the two parents. This, I 
know, is quite co n trary to tile most 
general theory; but I have taken tile 
trouble to study and prove it during 
the past six and thirty years, and I 
have found that it Is Invariably tho 
ease, not only as regards cattle, bul 
also in the case of sheep, horses, and 
even hum an beings. W hen our colonies 
were first settled an d quantity ra th e r 
th an stock was the one tiling desired, 
young rams were put to old, broken 
mouth ewes, with th e result th a t ewe

more profit in one early bird sold at 35 
cents per pound th a n in several late 
ones at 13 to 16 cents. 
Pure white 
feathers bring the most.

kin has tried all breeds of ducks and 
finds all have their outs. 
Aylesbury 
ducks have white feathers, but th# y 
and their crosses are longer in m a t u r ­ 
ing and h a rd e r to pick. 
Pekins, he 
found, m atured earlier by ten days 
or a fortnight. 
Rouens are not only 
longer in m aturing, but are tender and 
delicate. Cayugas are fine, plump birds

W h e th e r to feed 
this m ash every day or everf other day 
(alternating with wheat, or wheat and 
cracked corn mixed In winter) can be 
decided by experiment. 
Meat In some 
form, either raw or cooked, should bo 
fed two or three tim es a week, and 
green food every day, winter and s u m ­ 
mer, lf fowls are confined in yards. 
Green cut bone Is an excellent feed 
either separately 
or mixed with the 
mash. 
Our m a n n e r of feeding for eggs 
is to give the m ash every oth e r m o rn ­ 
ing In su m m er and every m orning In 
late fall and winter. 
Caro should bo 
taken, however, not to give a full meal, 
but sufficient to satisfy 
hunger, and 
thus compel the hens to h u n t around 
for whatever 
they 
may find in the 
wards or litter of the crops. 
We feed 
nothing at midday b u t green food, such 
as cabbage, and at night, wheat, oats 
und cracked corn, separately or mixed 
together. The heavy breeds being gen ­ 
erally less'actlve t h a n the light, need 
to be carefully 
fed 
and kept busy 
scratching. 
Avoid over-feeding if you 
wish un abundance of eggs.

and meet it as best he can.

From western New York to north­ 
ern Iowa is 
a far cry, and the pro­ 
pounder of the 
above questions Is lo­ 
cated at the third point of this hypo* 
thetical 
geographical 
triangle which 
his queries has outlined to the writer’s 
view. And replies can only he approx­ 
imate and not in any sense specific, for 
the reason that he has had practical 
experience In Iowa alone. Now, as to 
whether it will pay for the New York 
farmer to produce milk and sell It at 
ten cents per gallon will depend more 
upon the farmer and his methods than 
on the money value of the land where 
his operations are conducted. 
He has 
the land, and It must be utilized, and 
lf he cultivates It in a business-like 
manner it may be assumed that milk 
fan be produced and sold at ten cents 
per gallon. 
In order to do this there 
must be strict economy 
and 
close 
watchfulness over all the details con­ 
nected with the work. 
The food re­ 
quired should be grown, so far as pos­ 
sible, on the farm. Intensive, and not 
extensive, farming, as we see followed 
in many places, must he followed. In 
the past, when Iowa lands had a value 
of, say, twenty dollars per acre, It 
was good policy to make land take the 
place of labor—gathering crops from 
extended areas which by more careful 
cultivation 
could 
be 
secured 
from 
much less land. But with land values 
at about fifty dollars per acre, as It 
now Is, a different system ought to 
prevail. 
Yet it Is a matter of regret 
that Improved cultivation of the soil 
has not kept pace with the Increase In 
price of land. And In making his first 
trip eastward a few years ago the writ­ 
er was astonished to see that in west­ 
ern New York it was not uncommon 
to see the manure from cow stables 
thrown out of windows and left ex­ 
posed to sun, wind and rain. The low- 
priced surplus corn, 
oats, 
mill by­ 
products, etc., go eastward to feed live

And this is as true of 
the rich lands of the Mississippi val­ 
ley as of Genesee or Mohawk valleys 
of New York state. 
An acre of good 
land, either In New York, Iowa, or 
Missouri, planted to corn, In such a 
manner as to get the best results, will 
produce all the food of this class as 
an average cow requires in a year’s 
time. 
And In New York peas can be 
successfully raised to supply the nitro­ 
genous food needed to balance corn as 
a ration for cows giving milk. 
The 
best cows for milk production are such 
as will give the largest yield of stan 
dard milk or milk of richness required 
by law. 
And cows of this class are 
found in nearly all breeds. 
They are 
also found in astonishing numbers In 
that much despised race characterized 
as common, or scrub cows. 
From the 
milk sellers’ standpoint choice may be 
had among cows having Shorthorn, 
Holstein, or Red Poll blood In their 
makeup. 
A cow that will give 5,000 
pounds of milk during the year may 
be called a good cow. 
Yet there are 
those that yield considerably 
more 
than this quantity, 
and 
should be 
prized accordingly.

Many theories have been advocated 
as to how male or female offspring may 
he produced; and yet, after all, there Is 
no theory in the matter, but a very 
simple law of nature, Hays a writer In 
Dakota Flamier. Give a hull and cow of 
like ages and strength and constitu­ 
tion, and the produce of these may be 
of either sex. 
But let the bull be old 
or weak or out of condition, and the 
calf will, almost without exception, he 
male, and this Is merely the law of na­ 
ture trying to reproduce itself, because, 
of the two animals, the hull shows evi­ 
dence of being the one most likely to 
die first, and, therefore, the male calf 
would he the one required to carry on 
the breed. In short, the offspring pro­ 
duced is of the same sex, aa a rule, as 
the weaker of the two parents. This, I 
know, Is quite contrary to the most 
general theory; but I have taken the 
trouble to study and prove it during 
the post six anti thirty years, and I 
have found that It is Invariably tho 
case, not only as regards cattle, but 
also in the case of sheep, horses, and 
even human beings. When our colonies 
were first settled and quantity rather 
than stock was the one thing desired, 
young rams were put to old, broken 
mouth ewes, with the result that ewe 
lambs were produced 
In numbers ae 
eighty Is to twenty. 
But

F ootling fo r Eggs- 
It is difficult to give a general for­ 
mula that will stilt all conditions, still 
we believe In the morning mash win­ 
ter and summer, says Country Gentle­ 
man. 
It 
is 
composed 
of 
one-half 
ground corn and oats, one-fourth bran, 
and one-fourth 
bolled 
vegetables or 
soaked beef scraps, or cut clover hay 
steamed; mixed with botling water at 
night, covered up and left to steam, 
and fed warm In winter. In summer, 
cold water Is better. Whether to feed 
this mash every day or every other day 
(alternating with wheat, or wheat and 
cracked corn mixed In winter) can be 
decided by experiment. Meat in some 
form, either raw or cooked, should be 
fed two or three times a week, and 
green food every day, winter and sum­ 
mer, if fowls are confined in yards. 
Green cut bone is an excellent feed 
either separately 
or mixed with the 
mash. Our manner of feeding for eggs 
is to give the mash every other morn­ 
ing in summer and every morning In 
late fall and winter. 
Care should bo 
taken, however, not to give a full meal, 
but sufficient to satisfy 
hunger, and 
thus compel the hens to hunt around 
for whatever 
they 
may find in the 
wards or litter of the crops. 
We feed 
nothing at midday but green food, such 
as cabbage, and at night, wheat, oats 
and cracked corn, separately or mixed 
together. The heavy breeds being gen 
erally less*actlve than the light, need 
to be carefully 
fed 
and kept busy 
scratching. 
Avoid over-feeding if you 
wish an abundance of eggs.

Hogs In Spite of Cholera.—It Is gen­ 
erally conceded that the farmer can 
grow hogs at a profit in the long run 
and yet sustain the usual losses by 
cholera.

whether we can afford to quit growing 
hogs on the farm. 
Tho sole problem 
confronting him, and it is a most vital 
one, is how to grow 
hogs with the 
least chance of loss by disease. 
We 
believe the matter rests largely with 
proper methods of feeding, together 
with a proper regard for cleanness and 
an intelligent and persistent effort in 
the direction of fighting shy of cholers. 
In the future cholera is to be regarded 
as a constant factor in the mutter of 
pork production. 
It is the business of 
the pork maker to recognize this fact 
and meet it as best he can. The hog 
raiser from this time on who leaves 
everything to chance will be lucky in­ 
deed if he makes ends meet in the bog 
yards through a series of years of ex­ 
perience.—Nebraska Flamer. 


Pure W ater Essential.—As the coun­ 
try becomes older, the supply of sur­ 
face water becomes more contaminated 
and unhealthy and greater care should 
be taken to supply pure water for the 
stock with deep wells and wind mills.
